High and Mighty Lords, | 
HIS Morning, while a good part of your High and Migh- 
tineſles Army were Foraging, .came ridings, that the Ma- 
reſchal 4 Zumiers with his Army, which he had. ſome days 
ſince ſtrengthened by an Addition' of ſix Thouſand .Men, 
were marching 3 immediately your: Foragers. were advertiſed of it by 
ſome Cannon Shot, as had been agreed : In the' mean while the Enemies 
Avant Guard attacked the Village Forge, in which J-had placed cighr 
huridred Men- to- Cover the Foragers;. which were Commanded.by the 
Engliſh Colonel Hodges,Coll.Goes, and the Major of the Zeſ5 Regiment, 
This Attack continued above two hours, but they defended themlelves 
ſofſtoutly, until. rhe. Major 4 Roe, who was ſent to give notice to the 
Lieutenant Generals Webenham, Marlborough, and Houlby, who:were 
 wicth/the-Forapers, to bring them back again, ſuccoured them. with 
ſome Horſe : 'whereupon, - while the whole French Army were coming 
down upon them, they retired Fighting till they came to a riſing bythe 
ſmall Ciry Wa/oxr, in which I had placed Colonel' LinFas's Battalion 
of Lunenbergers ; and afterwards ſtrengthened them with Colonel 
Holi's Batralion, while this ſaid City was furiouſly Arracked by many 
French Battalions and Cannon for above. rwo hours. Lieutenant Ge- 
eral Aylua advanced with three Batralions towards the City, from 
which he detatched the Brigadier Fa/muſh ; Lieutenant General Mar!- 
brrough followed with, the Life-Guard, and two Engliſh Regiments, 
and in the mean timeMajorGeneralS:rangenburgh advanced on the other 
Ide of the City * with ſome detached. Foor, which made the French 
tire conſuſedly, leaving behind them their Cannon, Bullers, and Gun-- 
Powder, with.a great many dead and wounded, whereof we cannot yer 
now the exact number, among whichare three Caprains of the Guards, 
onſicur 4” Artignan, Commander of the Guards,and many other taken. 
riloners'; 1gtheir retiring came two Drums defiring a Ceſlation,to fetch 
f their wounded, and bury their dead, ſaying that ſix Battalions 
the Guards, who had been in the Arrack, were moſt of them de- 
oyed. On our ſide is no conſiderable Loſs, beſides Lieutenant Co- 
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
